“form fours” any more there is 
still a certain amount of parade 
ground work te be done. It's 
something like crawling before 
you walk. — 

And in this Army of ours, by 
the time you walk you really 
walk. 

Let's take it im stages — from 
givilian clothes to specialized sol- 
dier. 

There are four phases of train- 
ing for the mechanized specialist, 
Phase One ia basic training whieh 
is common to all arms and ser- 
vices, This teaches the new sel- 
dier to accustom himself.to Army 
life, trains him im marching and 
discipline and the use of a num- 
ger of weapons. Phase Two, te 
which men are posted if their 
testa show them to have possi- 
bilities as mechanical specialists, 
is carried out in Technical Schools 
and prepares them for Phase 
Three, specialised advaneed 
courses carried out at the Cana- 
dian Army Trades School, from 
which highly competent wood and 
metal workers, machinists, black-

From Vhase Three many mean 
are posted direct to unite te be 
repair and maintenance .aen, 
driver-mechanica, ete, Last in the 
ladder of training ia Phase Four,

In addition to procurement and 
storage of practically everything 
the Army needs the Royal Cana- 
dian Ordnance Corps operates re- 
pair and replacement units of 
varying types and sizes according 
te where the work has to be done. 
One unit makes repairs under fire, 
carrying its workshop, forges, 
welding seta, ete., right up to the 
damaged vehicles or. guns that 
have to be fixed up. You'd be 
surprised to see what can be done 
by thoroughly trained men with 
the proper equipment right out in 
the middle of a field. 

Other units, larger and more 
fully equipped, are ready to 
handle jobs that require more 
time. These, of course, are based 
at greater distances from the 
front to permit full-scale repair 
and recovery jobs to be carried 
out efficiently. ‘. 

“Do you mean to say they make 
mechanics out of ordinary re- 
cruits?” You might say. Well 
the answer to that one is yes. It 
ien’t as strange as it sounds. 
You’re not forgetting, are you, 
that most youngsters nowadays 
can take the engine of their fath- 
er’s car down, overhaul it and set 
it up again. Or that many a boy 
of High School age knows more 
about radio than Marconi opera- 
tore did a few years ago. 

Out of material like that you 
ean turn out a finished mechanic 
in a few months’ time, Just as 
you can With former motor me- 
chanics, garage-tiih and automoe- 
bile factory machinists, many of 
whom have already joined the 
Royal Canadian Ordnance Corps.

SCOUTING... 


Boy Scout Leaders Commended 

The. value to Canada of the 
training of the Dominion’s Boy 
Scouts by their 8,000 volunteer 
leaders, and an appeal to older 
persons to fill the places of the 
many Scouters who have enlisted, 
were emphasized. in the radio ad- 
dress of the Hou, J, T. Thorson, 
Minister of National War Serv- 


. ices, during February Boy Scout 


Week. 

Speaking over @ national hook- 
up, as a representative of the 
Dominion Government, Mr. Thor- 
son referred to the important 
home defense services rendered by 
the Scouts of Britain, and the 
similarly valuable work being 
done by the Scouts of Canada. He 
continued: 

“Ag Minister of National War 
Services I should like to say to 
every Scout and Cub leader in 
Canada that I look upon his work 
aa a matter of national import- 
ance, His status is similar to that 
of an officer in charge of a train- 
ing unit or organization, He is 
doing national service of a high 
order.” 

900,000 Boys Trained 

Mr. Thorson described as re- 
markable the record of more than 
900,000 boys trained in good 
citizenship by the Boy Scouts As 
sociation of Canada since its in- 
ception in 1908. He spoke of the 
high percentage of leaders and 
older Scouta who had enlisted, and 
paid a tribute to the known 94 
who already had paid the supreme 
sacrifice of patriotism. To help 
make up this loss Mr, Thorson 
appealed to “older persons unable 
to enlist” to offer their help te 
local Scout organizations, 

Mr. Thorson paid a tribute to 
the practical nature of Boy Scout 
training, and declared that the 
teats lor the various Scout badges 
were genuine testa. “The tinal 
test for the rank of First Ulass 
Scout,” he said, “was the 44-hour 
journey to prove the lad’s ability 
to find his way by compass and 
map, to bivouac, to camp, to cook, 
and gcnerally to live on hia own 
resources,” 

Conmaence In Boy Seoutes 
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| Opens With Threat To Australia 


The first phase of the Far 
Eastern conflict ended with the 
fail of Java, the “citadel island,’ 
of the East Indies, In estimating 
Japan’s gains, the population in 
the conquered countries numbers 
roughly 115,000,000 and the ter- 
ritory acquired more than 1,000,- 


000 square miles. They have cap- 
tured a treasure-house of essential 
war supplies and raw materials: 
rubber, tin, quinine, hemp, oil- 


fields, foodstuffs, iron, wolfram, 
manganese and copper deposits 
which will go a long way toward 
making Japan self-sufficient. 

The subjugation of Java has re- 
leased Japanese forces for an at- 
tack on Australia and a heavier 
thrust across the Burma barrier 
to India. 

Allies Stand in Burma 

General Sir Archibald Wavell, 
British commander in India and 
Burma stated that the loss 6f 
Rangoon and a large part of 
lower. Burma was, in some res- 
pects, a more serious blow than 
the loss of Singapore. It brings 
the war much closer to India and 
threatens our communications with 
China. There appears to be little 
doubt that the Japanese will en- 
deavor to push their advance into 
uppér Burma and to obtain bases 
from which to attack India, 

United Nations’ air superiority 
in Burma permits continuous at- 
tack on Japanese communication 
lines that will slow and, it is 
hoped, halt the advance of the 
Mikado’s army. In the jungle 
swamps the. British troops are 
fighting a delaying action with a 
two-fold purpose: (1) to hold 
their position for a few more 
weeéka uritil the forces of nature 
in the form of torrential rains 
make all jungle warfare impos- 


sible and (2) to check the Japan- . 


ese advance until the Chinese 
army marching southward can 
join them. 
Naval Disaster 

It must be admitted that in the 
Battle of the Java Sea the United 
Nations suffered a great naval 
defeat. The Allied fleet was hope- 
lessly outnumbered and lacked air 
support. It is becoming clear now 
that Japanese equipment was far 
greater in volume and higher in 
quality than Allied authorities had 
calculated, At the beginning of 
the European war the Japanese 
merchant marine was one of the 
finest in the world. It is known 
that it is comparatively simple to 
convert merchant vessels into air- 
craft carriers. It follows that the 
Allies have greatly under-esti- 
mated the number of plane car- 
riers in the Japanese navy and 
explains the extent to which the 
Japanese have been able to com- 
bine sea power and air power and 
to hold control of the air in all 
their campaigns. 

Race Against Time 

Japan’s sea superiority in the 
South Pacific has been increased 
by her naval victory at Java. She 
has destroyed the only fleet which 
could menace her lines of com- 
munication and is free now to 
convoy her landing forces to Aus- 
tralia, The battle will be another 


race against time, a race between 
the enemy’s advance and the 
landing of reinforcements in Aus 
tralia. 
Help For Australia

according to County Engineer Larry 
Langlois. 

Mr. Langlois stated this morning 
that the county had recently been ad- 
vised that the government had ap- 
proved for subsidy only an expendi- 
ture cf $60,000 for the year. Follow- 
ing the spring session of county 
council the county was advised, that 
no subsidies for new road construc- 
tion would be granted this year and 
the revised program calling for main- 
tenance expenditure of $83,000 was al- 
so turned down with the $60,000 a 
gure approved. 

“This reduction, or cut is so much 
greater than was expected that the 
entire program of work will have to 
be revised and maintenance work 
greatly curtailed,” stated Mr. Lang- 
lois. It will in all likelihocd prohibit 
the purchase of some badly needed 
new machinery. 

The Roads Bridges Committee will 
convene this Thursday to consider 
the reduction in subsidy granted by 
by the province and will revise their 
work program accordingly. 

Considerable trouble is being ex- 
perienced in the county road system 
through frost boils at the present 
time according to the road engineer. 
The trouble is appearing mostly on 
the gravel roads with pavement heav- 
ing beingineglible. Three power grai- 
ers belonging to the county road 
system are operating endeavoring to 
grade in the rough spots. 

County crushers have been operat- 
ing with resurfacing at Ormsby be- 
tween Coe Hill and Highway 62 be- 
ing completed while resurfacing near 
Tweed Sulphide. and Stoco 
roads is underway. A third crusher is 
starting at Moira Lake with resur- 
facing of five miles of unpaved por- 
tion of Madoc road planned, also the 
Crookston-Twe a road. 

With the exception of rock crush- 
ing, the only other activity on the 
ecunty road system at the present 
time is dismantling of snow fence. 
The land in many sections is“Still too 
wet for the removal of the fence but 
it is being taken down preparatory 
for removal.

IN THE GARDEN 


By GORDON L. SMITH 


Layouts 

For flowers, lawne and shrubs 
wbout the average house, landacape 
gardeners strictly advise informal 
planting. This is eapectally desir- 
able where space is limited as it 
tends to soften the narrow, rigid 
fence lines and to add an air of 
epaciouness even to a- 20-fo0t lot, 
In an informal garden, the central 
portion of the ground 1s entirely 
in grass. Around the edges of this 
will be grouped beds of perennial 
and annual flowers, leading up to 
shrubs and vines along the walle 
or fence boundaries, 

Where the garden ts larger, ex- 
perts advocate screening off a por- 
tion by bringing forward the sur. 
rounding shrubbery at one point, 
or using a hedge, wall or trees so 
that the whole garden will not be 
entirely visible from any one point 
of observation, This will add fur- 
ther to that alr of spaciousness 
and also provide a secluded corner 
or two for a child's swing or sand- 
box or, possibly, a seat or trellis 
covered table. 


Vegetable Groups 

Vegelables are roughly divided 
tato three plantiong groups—hardy, 
sem!-hardy and tender. Among the 
firet are apinach, all sorte of jet- 
tuce, radish and garden peas. A 
little froat will not hurt these. 

Becoud planted vegetables will 


(be carrots, beans, cabbage, pota- 


lowe and similar things. These will 
re@ist « fair amount of cold. Tender 
Yegetables include corn, melona, 
gqucumbers and tomatoes. Nothing 
i t© be gained by planting these 
before danger of frost is over 

With most vegetables {t iv ad- 
Ylsable to make at least three sow- 
inga a week or two apart in order 
te apread the harveat that much 
longer over the season. Further 
epreading of the asanon ts secured 
by sowlug three kinds of each 
vegetable an early, a medium 
and « idie variety which will re 
wult in a continuous supply of realy 
freah vegetables for weeks jonger 
than usual 

Proper thinuing. trequent celu 
watiog and an occasional applica 
thon of some good commercial ter. 
tiser will keep vegetables growing 
quickly, and quick growling meres 
for lenderness

All this isn’t so far beside the 
point as it may seeni. By the 
time a man says, “shove the 
pozzy down here,” he’s a soldier. 

Mind you, he didn’t get to be 
a soldier by learning Army slang 
but by the time he is a soldier 
he has learned many a new name 
for commonplace objects. 

He doesn’t know just when he 
becomes a soldier. I doubt if any 
of his officers could tell you ei- 
ther. Bat somewhere, suddenly 
or gradually, the civilian in battle- 
dress changes into a soldier in 
uniform. 

Of course, he takes the first 
step in the direction of becoming 
a soldier when he enters the re- 
eruiting office and volunteers to 
serve his King and Country. From 
that point on the metamorphosis 
la a steady progression. 

Enlisting is really quite a sim- 
ple procedure. At this time it is 
even better handled than when I 
waa a young soldier. Nowadays, 
you can walk into a recruiting 
office, give particulars of your- 
self, get a medical examination 
including X-Ray, that would cost 
you ten dollars in civilian life, 
and report right away to a Dis- 
trict Depot where you are outfit- 
ted with uniform and equipment. 

At the District Depot new re- 
erulta get thelr first introduction 
to Army life. They are taught 
how to wear their uniforms and 
equipment, how to conduct them- 
selves in a soldierly manner in 
public, who to salute and when,

pride in the job they are doing is 
a@ oryetal clear and hard as the 
fee they see sheathing their craft. 


KM i the corvette tradition—of 
those corvettes whose crews boast, 
aa they keep the seas, that there 
fan't & sea their ships cannot take. 

There is full fustification for this 
boast, as this writer saw when 
attached to a corvette on convoy 
duty. 

Through a North Atlantic gale- 
in-the-making, the small ship of 
war thrust her way, one of an 
escort fleet keeping watch and 
ward over a fleet of merchant ships. 
Her bows crashed into a heavy 
wave, dipped and shuddered and 
rose with a jerking uplift which 
sent the sea cascading over her 
deck. The wind picked up the 
white water, hurled it in buckets- 
full high over the bridge, sent the 
spray lashing back to the funnel 

On the bridge the men on watch 
ducked from the thrashing spray. 
lee formed rapidly, coating the 
entire ship with the exception of 
the hot funnel—and that grew 
white with salt. The men them- 
selves wore not immune, their oil- 
ekins and duffel-ats were soaked 
and frozen, 

Winter weather—but the corvette 

took it, as her sisters were taking 
it while they maintained their 
guarding atations around the lum- 
bering merchantmen. 

There was work ahead of them 
which could not wait for weather, 

Ahead and around:the convoy 
they were plunging and rolling in 
@ well-defined plan. 

They were “screening” for sub- 
Marines, using the marvels of 
their detection apparatus to keep 
constant listening watch beneath

and the rudiments of military 
training. 

Their stay at the District Depot 
is made as short as possible—it 
is realized that a man who vol- 
unteers for service anywhere is 
anxious to get down to the busi- 
ness of learning to fight as soon 
as he can. 

By the same token it is real- 
ized that when he gets to a Basic 
Training Centre, the new recruit 
doesn’t want to seem too awk- 
ward—hence the instruction in 
soldierly conduct and bearing and 
Canadian Army traditions. 

Af the Basic Training Centre, 
training begins. Each day the 


is no longer a dreary round of: 
squad drill without arms; salut- 
ing; ‘the manual of arms; squad 


drill with arms; platoon drill; 
company drill — ad infinitum. 
There is a drill of course. 


There has to be if you are going 
to mold a group of men into a 
team. But drill is interspersed 
with instruction in the use of the 
rifle and bayonet, the light ma- 
chine gun, the two-inch mortar. 
There are lectures and entertain- 
ments. Competitions enliven 
Army life and put a zest into 
the work that must be done. 
Good food—-and lots of it— 
builds muscle in place of the fat 
worked off by: good exercise— 
and lots of it—and by the time 
the recruit ends his basic train- 
ing he has become a soldier. 
There is still lots for him to 
learn—that comes when he goes 
on to an Advanced Training Cen- 


Centre, but by the time he geta - 


there he is a soldier. He looks 
forward to the new things to be 
learned with interest and enthusi- 
asm—there are new tricks of the 
soldiering trade to be picked up. 
Civilian life is behind him: Ahead 
there Is a duty to be fulfilled 
and far ahead of that again that 
strange existence a soldier finds 
hard to understand—civilian life!

Australia Building Up Defenses: 
Need For All-Out Aid To Russia 


The dramatic appointment of 
General MacArthur to the Su- 
preme Command of the Southwest 
Pacific shows clearly that there is 
no intent to abandon that Contin- 
ent. On the contrary, its main 
dependence on the United States 
is recognized. Even with the as- 
sistance that the United States 
can send, the. Australians now 
face a grim test. 

The enemy may ‘at any time 
effect landings on the northeast 
coast with the object of reaching 
the big centres of population. 
Also there is a possibility that 
they will extend their sea opera- 
tions towards the Fiji Islands with 
the object of attacking convoys 
and reinforcements coming from 
the United States, The contin- 
ued success of Australian bomb- 
ing raids on. Japanese. bases .in 
New Guinea will, however, make 
the plan more difficult of accom- 
plishment. 

To hold Australia, or: those 
parts of it worth strategic hold- 
ing, is one thing and to develop 
it as a base from which to recover 
lost ground is another. 

Allied Preparations 

There’ is an increased demand 
for offensive action in this theatre 
of war, Aré the Allies prepared 
to launch-a major offensive? It 
would be necessary first to trans- 


port to Australia troops and 
equipment and more and more 
planes. The distance is great— 
twelve thousand miles—and the 


time is long——forty days. 

Australia’s task is to hold, to 
defend and to steadily amass more 
fighting power until ‘the position 
of the warring nations in the 
Southwest Pacific is reversed and 
Japan is on the defensive. 

MacArthur's Objective 

General MacArthur in his first 
public statement as Supreme 
Commander said: “The President 
of the United States ordered me 
to break through the Japanese 
lines and proceed to Australia for 
the purpose, as I understand It, 
of organizing an American offen- 
sive against Japan. A primary 
purpose of this is the relief of the 
Philippines. I came through and 
I shall return.” 

Japan's Weakness 

Whatever plan General Mac- 
Arthur may employ must depend 
to a great extent on air power. 
This war is proving that air power 
has so successfully modified sea 
power that island fortresses are 


no longer impregnable. True, the 
Japanese give maximum attention 
to the air, but defence of a vast 
number of island outposis agaipst 


a strong air enemy would be ex-- 


be-

tremely difficult for Japan 
cause of the extended 
communication between Japan 
proper and her newly acquired 
territory. * 

: Another Struggle 

At a moment when American 
attention is paturaily and properly 
focused on the defense of Aus- 
tralia, says the Christian: Science 
Monitor, the news contains hints 
that a far larger struggle is about 
to begin at the other end of the 
Axis. From Iceland to the Black 
Sea, from Africa to the Arctic 
come reports. of uneasy prepara- 
tions to meet Hitler’a plans for 
an all-out attempt to break out 
of the prison he has made of Eur- 
ope. In two months American 
eyes may be fixed even more in- 
tently on Suez or Baku than they 
are now on Port Darwin. 

Nazi Activity 

New Nazi activity is reported 
from Norway, Sweden; Morocco, 
Turkey, and the Crimea. The 
most common prediction of the 
military men is that the Germans 
will concentrate their summer 
campaign in the region stretching 
from Egypt to the Caspian, Ter- 
rific diplomatic pressures have al- 
ready been applied to Turkey. It 
is subjected not only to the threat 
of a frontal attack through Bul- 
garia, but of encirclement should 
the Nazis succeed in driving 
farther into the Capecasus or to 
Suez either by way of Libya or 
via Rhodes, Cyprus, and Syria. 

Eyes On Russia 

While public attention is cen- 
tered on Australia it is probable 
that Allied leadera have been rush- 
ing support into the Middle East 
and to Russia. For three reasons 
Russia deserves particular atten- 
tion: 1. It is absorbing far more 
of Nazi energies than any other 
front. 2. It is the one place-where 
the United Nations now enjoy the 
advantage of the offensive. 8. It 
is the one front where both Hit- 
ler’s promises and military neces- 
‘sity force the Germans to new 
efforts. 

Need For Offensive 

To measure the importance of 
the Russian front one needs only 
to think what the picture would 
be were the Nazis free to use all 
their power elsewhere. Suppose it

The Admiralty 
has released one report which told 
how two Canadian corvettes sank 
a U-boat and captured most of 
her crew, and hints have been 
dropped that this is not the only 
submarine which has fallen victim 
to the Canadian ships. Corvettes, 
too, have saved scores of lives, 
bringing safely to port the aur- 
vivors of merchant ships which 
have been torpedoed. They have 
fought off aeroplanes and taken 
their merchant ship charges sately 
througa the danger areéaa,

ied, but the corvettes tackle them 
ail.

Saving Sugar For 
Munitions Of War 
Reason Given Far Sugar Ra- 


tioning by Sarnia Canadian- 
Observer 


Canada understands that the 
government's call for voluntary 
rationing of sugar is a wartime 
measure but it is not ‘generally 
understood why it is a wartime 
measure. Sugar is. not. being ra- 
tioned: here and in the United 
Btates simply because of a ghort- 
age in.the sugar cane crop. The 
real reason for the rationing is 
that sugar cane can produce either 
sugar molasses or edible sugar, 
that is the kind of sugar used in 
tea and coffee. If too much of 
the cane is used for edible, or 
eating sugar, then there is not so 
much available for sugar molasses. 
Both sugar molasses and edible 
sugar come from the same raw 
material source. 
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Now why this concern about the 
supply of sugar molasses? For the 
reason that the major source of 
ethyl alcohol is sugar molasses, 
And ethyl. alcohol is required for 
munitions of war and for thous- 
ands of chemicals used in war pro- 
duction. Fortune Magazine, which 
made a survey of the sugar situa- 
tion in the United States, declares 
that “today’s wars are fought lit- 
erally with sugar.” Every time a 
16-inch gun is fired, a fifth of an 
acre of sugar cane is consumed 
in the fofm of ethyl alcohol, and 
it will be remembered that ethyl 
alcoho! comes, largely, from sugar 
molaszes. Then, too, sugar is 
energy tor war workers and for 
fighting men, 


High test molasses is made di- - 


rectly from sugar cane. Its high 
gugar cofitent, 78 per cent, makes 
@ gallon go “half again as far” in 
making alcohol as does ordimary 
blackstrap molasses which is a by- 
product of sugar refining. 
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Because of the demands of the 
War, it is eStimated that the 
United States faces what is des- 
cribed as @ #Ugar BuOrtage of from 
600,000 to 1,000,000 tons. These de- 
mands ariso from the tremendousy 


increased call for etay!l alcohol. 


Europe has striven to make itself 
seii-sullicient in industrial aico- 
hol, it is made from potatoes and 
Krains aud to some extent from 
beets, Japan produced nearly 
enough sugar in Formosa, says this 
Magazine, for her reqmtirements. 
No doubt her drive in the South- 
west Puacilic has as an objective 
the obtaining of sugar cane as 


well as rubber and oil. 

Hence, when_a Canadian is re- 
fraining from the use of sugar, to 
a degree, he is not simply dieting 
or even merely being self-sacrific- 
ing so that the fighting men can 
have plenty of sugar for their tea. 
He is giving up sugar so that ethyl 
alcohol may be made and so that 
16-inch guns and other guns may 
be fired at the Axis.

I've 
secon its fighting machine and it is 
atill magnificent despite losses on 
the eastern front. In fact, recent 
setbacks have given Germany a 
will to fight with a new ferocity.

C.N.R. Has Best 
Year In History 


Government-Owned Railway 
Reports Surplus of $4,016,000 
in 1941 

The Canadian Nationa] Rail- 
ways had the most successful fin- 
ancial year of its history in 1941 
with a cash surplus of $4,016,000, 
the annual report of the system, 
tabled in the House.of Commons 
last week by the Minister of 
Transport, said. 

Net revenue, after the pay- 
ment of all operating expenses, 
was $66,608,341, an increase of 
$21,600,929 over the previous 
year. The cash surplua of -$4,- 
016,000, after payment of taxes, 
interest to the public and certain 
interest payments to the govern- 
ment for capital purposes, show- 
ed an improvement of $21,000,- 
000 over 1940. Payment of this 


surplus will be made to the gov- 


ernment before the close of the 
fiscal year ending March 81, the 
report said. 

Sharp increases in both passen- 
ger and freight traffic were re- 
ported, with the freight tonnage 
the highest in the railway’s his- 
tory. 

“When the need for efficient 
transportation reached new high 
levela during 1941, the National 
Railway system was found capable 
and competent to meet all de- 
tMands,” the report said... “The 
demands in 1942 will be still more 
challenging but with the co-oper- 
ation of shippers, passengera and 
government agencies, they will be 
met.” 

1942 Outlook Bright 

“The outlook for 1942 4a for a 
further substantial increase in 
traffic. The directors expéct the 
railway will again earn a moder- 
ate surplus over and above its 
fixed charges. It is difficult to 
estimate how much that surplus 
will be. The outlook must be 
viewed in, the light of war condi- 
tions and with the realization that 
abrupt and far-reaching distur- 
bances occur with startling rapid- 
ity. 

“Both management and em- 
ployees realize fully the need for 
eeonomy and every effort will be 
made to secure the most favorable 
financial results consistent with 
the primary duty of furnishing 
prompt and efficient transporta- 
tlon service in the national war 
effort. 

“There is some shortage cf 
labor, more particuarly among 
the shop crafts. Shortages of ma- 


terial are bound te occur as the 


normal supplies are out off or 
the available supplies are divert- 
ed to the fabrication of the muni-

tions of war but these difficulties 
should not be insurmountable. 
The relations between manage- 
ment and the employees are ex- 
cellent and the railway and_ its 
equipment ha¥e been well main- 
tained.” 
Operating Revenue 

Operating revenues in 1941 
totalled $304,376,000 or 28 per 
cent over the preceding year. The 
amount was approximately equal 
to that of 1928, and was more 
than double that of 1988. Only 
two other railway systems on the 
continent had larger gross rev- 
enues, 

Freight revenue increased $46,- 
030,000 or 28 per cent. In 1941 
the railway moved the largest 
tonnage of freight in its history, 
It moved the equivalent of 27 
199,000,000 tons one mile, an ef- 
fort 20 per cent greater than in 
the previous peak year of 1928. 
The increased freight revenue 
over 1928, however, was only five 
per cent. 

Passenger Revenue 

Passenger revenue increased 
$10,191,000 or 47 per cent. Meas. 
ured by pasenger miles, passen- 
wer traffic increased 57 per eent 
but the increase in revenue was

not proportionate to the increase 
in volume: because of the low fares 
for members of the armed forces 
and special rates for workmen's 
trains serving munition plants. 
The average revenue per passen- 
ger mile was 1.8 cents, ,an all- 
time low. 

The increased activity in rail 
transortation -was reflected _in 
other accounts, such as mail, 
sleeping car, chair car, dining car, 
and commercial telegraphs. Ex- 
press revenue, however, was less 
than in 1940 due to the diminu- 
tion of movementa of gold bullion, 

The cost of protecting the com- 
pany’s property against possible 
sabotage was $552,000. The num- 
ber of employees increased by 
6,705 to 89,536, 


Will Wear Clothes 
Made From Milk 


Americans will be wearing 
dresses and other clothes made 
from milk by Spring, and the cow 
will be launched in a new role 
as fashion aid, is the forecast by 
dairy products researchers, says 
Science Service. 

Success in processing a new 
textile fibre from casein, by-pro- 
duct of skim milk, after four 
years of experimenting is cause 
for the predictions. 

The fibre is said to be the first 
derived from milk which is “ac 
ceptable to the American textile 
industry,” and fabrics are now 
being manufactured containing 
threads of milk.

Churchill’s Pre-War Rhetoric 


(A Syndicated Article in United States Newspapers, by 
Tom Treanor.) 


The political wolvés are after 
Mr. Churchil. 

The accusations are being made 
that he hypnotized England with 
rhetoric and drugged her with 
Phrases. . 

1 have no axe to grind for Mr. 
Churohill, I have never met him, 
por have. I visited England since 
the war, nor am I a particular ad- 
mirer of the BWnglish. 

However, if Bngland h per- 
mitted herself to be hypnotized by 
Mr. Churchill's rhetoric a Ltlle 
sooner, if she had drugged herself 
with his phrases 10 years earlier, 
she would not be where she is now. 

It’ is obvious to anyone with a 


grain of sense that England's de-. 


feats at Singapore, Crete, Norway 
and Dunkirk were not due to lack 
of planning by Mr. Churchill 

They were due to England's falil- 
perfectly 
ordinary warnings during the 10 
years before he came to power. 

He has only inherited the vast 
load of failure against which he 
warned England so vigorously year 
after year in the face of abuse 
and ridicule. 

It must make him laugh, 
man can laugh at a time like this, 
that he, Winston Churchill, is be- 
ing blamed for the defeats. 

Those to blame have gone and 
in going they passed their load of 
failure on to thia gallant old man 
who told them again and again 
what would happen.

“He comes forward,” said Mr, 
Herbert Samuel, “and tells the na- 
tion that we ought straightaway 
to double and redowble our air 
force four times aa big as we have 
now... That & rather the lahg- 
uage of a Malay running amok 
than of a responsible British states- 
man. It is rather the language of 
blind and causeless panic,” 

And they are blaming Churoh- 
ill that Singapore didn’t have en- 
ough airplanes! 

Both these statements, Church- 
{ll’s and Samuel's, were made in 
1934. 

And is the following the sort 
of phrase that would drug the Bri- 
tish? 

“We are a rich and easy prey. 
No country is so vulnerable and 
no country would better repay 
pillage than our own. With our 
enormous metropolis here, the 
greatest target in the world, a 
kind of tremendous, fat, val- 
uable cow tied up to attract a 
beast of prey. we are in a posi- 
tion in which we have never 
been before, in which no other 
country in the world ts at the 
present time,” 

That was also in 1934. 

He was accused of being caught 
unaware. But it. wasn’t unaware 

‘that he was caught. He was caught 
helpless to act becuuse in “the 
years that the locust hath eaten” 
his political adversaries*beat him 
back, 

Does the following sound like a 
man who would be caught nap- 
ping? 

“Beware, Germany is a country 
fertile in military surprises, The 
great Napoleon in the years after 
Jena, was completely taken by 
surprise by the strength of the 
German army which fought the 
War of Liberation, Although he 
had officers all over the place, 
the German army which fought 
in the campaign of Leipzig was 
three or four times as strong as 
he expected. Similarly, when the 
Great War broke out the French 
general staff had no idea of the 
reserve divisions which would 
be brought immediately into the 
field. They expected to be con- 
fronted by 25 army corps; ac- 
tually more than 40 came against 
them. It is never advisable to 
underraté the military qualities 
of this resourceful and gifted 
peoplé, nor to underrate the 
dangers that may be brought 
against ua.”

In the same speech he said: 

“The Lord President asked 
me and us all not to indulge in 
panic. I hope we shall not in- 
dulge in panic. But 1 wish. to 
say this: It is very much better — 
aometimes to have a panic be 
forehand and then to be quite 
calm when things happen, than 
to be extremely calm beforehand 
and to get in a panic when 
things happen. Nothing has sur- 
prised me more than—I will not 
gay the indifference, but the 
coolness—with which the com- 
mittee has treated the extraor- 
dinary revelations of the Ger- 
man air strength relative to our 
country. For the first time for 
centuries we are not fully equip- 
ped to repel or retallate for an 
invasion. That to an island peo- 
ple ie astonishing. Panic indeed! 
The position is the other way 
round, We are the incredulous, 
indifferent children of centuries 
of security behind the shield of 
the Royal Navy, not yet able 
to wake up to the woetully 
transformed conditions of the 
modern work.”

ATLANTIC CONVOY 


By LIEUT. E..H, BARTLETT, R.C.N.V.R. 


They are “Convoy Commo- 
dores,” in whose ranks are ad- 
mirals who once commanded 
battle fleets in the Seven Seas. 

To-day they command fleets of 
comparatively slow, lumbering 
merchant ships. 

Their -years of sea experience 
made them invaluable when war 
broke out, and the call to service 
once more brought them gladly 
from retirement to serve afloat 
again. 

Time and again they take their 
fleets through the “danger areas. 
They sail in merchant ships—-but 
they get their share of gunfire 
and of action; know what it is to 
see their fighting escorts seek out 
and engage the enemy; and know, 
too, the responsibility of man- 
oeuvring fleets in battle again— 
this time the Battle of the At- 
lantic. 

They have no staff officers. A 
few naval signalmen now com- 
pose their “staff,” just enough 
men to maintain constant signal 
service to the rest of the fleets 
from the merchant ships which 
bear the commodores, Their 
quarters are generally cramped, 
sometimes uncomfortable —- but 
the commodores who once paced 
their Admiral’s Walk, ignore their 
changed role§ as they glory in 
their active participation in the 
war at sea. 


There were three such ¢com- 
modores in the mammoth fleet 


which this writer accompanied, in 
an escorting Royal Canadian Navy 
corvette, to sea, Three commo- 
dores, for at a certain point the 
fleet was to divide into separate 
eonvoys, each bound for their own 
ports in the war areas. 

Naval terms followed the com- 
modores into. the merchant fleet. 
There was the senior commodore, 
whose ship was to take the head 
of the line when the fleet set sail. 
He had his Vice-Commodore ana 
the Rear-Commodore, each to lead 
his own division. ; 

Their badges of mank showed 
no differentiation. Each, en his 
sleeves, bore the broad gold ring 
of cominodore’s rank in the Navy. 
Above the ring was the small 
circle of criss-crossed braid which 
denoted the convoy appointments. 
In the Navy they would have worn 
the rerulation “executive curl” of 
straight lace. The eriss-crossed 
lace, the same as that used by the 
Naval Reserve, gave them yet an- 
other link with the merchant ser- 
vice in which they now sail, 

The commodore was himself of 
the Naval Reserve, had command- 


ed liners in peace-time and war- | 


ehips in conflict. In the last war 
he “bavced” a submarine, but dis- 
‘laims any merit in the 


special 


feat. 

“Tust chased her into a mine- 
field, you know,” he explains, 
with a rather diffident smile. 
“Heard her blow up, and that’s 


all there was to it. Only prob- 


lem was not to get too close to 


the mines: ourselves, tricky things 
they are,” 

It is on record that he “bagged” 
two submarines this war, before 
he was transferred from his 
fighting ship to sail with the 
merchant fleets. tut of these 
two he tells nothing, as is the 
way of the Silent Service. 

When it comes to talking of 
the merchant ship captains, then 


it is a different matter. 
He holds them in the highest 


eateem, and does not hesitate te 
SAY 80. 

there is a Norwegian captain 
for whom he has an’ especially 
high regard. He tells of how this 
captain, in a tanker full of fue! 
oil, kept his ship in line although 
two torpedoes had struck home. 
One, hitting amidships, had set

her afire. The other, hitting her 
stern, should have—but did not 
—-send her to the bottom. An es- 
cort ship stood and helped the 
tanker fight her fire, and then 
escorted her as she struggled back 
into position in the convoy. 

“T signalled to find out whether 
the tanker could keep up,” the 
commodore recalls, “and was told 
that she could, but she ‘couldn't 
stand any weather.’ I@hould jolly 
well think she could not. Why, 
her bulkheads were going one by 
one and | don’t know how she 
managed even to reach port.” 

“You know,” he added, “that 
captain must have been very much 
of a man. His ship was spreading 
a slick of oil trom her leaking 
tanks, and he signalled me to ask 


if he should leave the convoy as 


he was afraid the oil would give 
away our position to the submar- 
ines. Of course, I refused to let 
him go, he would have been sunk 
as sure as fate if he had left our 
protection, But just think of it 
two torpedoes already and he 
was ready to go off and commit 
suicide in order not to bring 
danger to us.” 

The convoy commodore could 
see how the Norwegian captain 
“was quite a man.” He did not 
seem to think that his own decis- 
ion to keep the ship under his 
protection in itself told a tale! 

He has a sense of humour 
which, however, rather deserted 
him one day when, having brought 
through a large convoy*which had 
been under incessant attack, and 
which had seen eight ships tor- 


- pedoed, five of which had been 


sunk, he was ordered to Gibraltar. 


He told his wife, vaguely, the. 


general direction in which his new 
duties would take him. 

“You know,” he says, “she said 
to me ‘well, it looks as if you will 
be in the thick of it, now.’” 

“In the thick of it’”, he re- 
peated, “wonder what she thought 
that last convoy was?” 

With his sense of humour is an 
understanding of his fellow-men 
which makes him many friends. 

We escorted him to his ship, a 
stub-nosed cargo-carrier whose 


captain Was waiting at the top of 


the gangway to receive him. 
There were no -shrilling pipes 

or sideboys in ceremonial salute. 

Instead there was the greeting of

His signalmen made their way 
to the bridge, and a flaghoist rose 
on the halliards.

The Vice and Rear Commodores 
were similarly engaged.

tlantic crossing, 

“Most comfortable ships these, 
you know” he had drawled. “Very 
good accommodation, it’s a pleas- 
ure to sail in 'em.” 

“Most comfortable’-—‘“good ac- 
commodation’’—-yes, but his sig- 
nalmen tell, too, that their “old 
man” doesn’t take his clothes off 
when he seeks his bunk or settee 
for his sleep. At any minute of 
the day or night he is ready for 
instant action, which is another 
good naval trnit. ,, 

They are “too old” to command 
fighting ships, now, but still they 
take theit ships into. the fight.

Raging Dust Storms 


When dust storms have been 
raging in Australia’s dust bowl, 
which takes in most of the inland 
area, red rain is common-——rain 
which falls through the dust pall 
overhanging the country.

With its rich source of vita- 
mina pineapple is an ideal ehoice 
of fruits to include in our diet, 
when feeling a bit logged after 
pertaking too freely of proteins. 

Aa a cocktail, diced pineapple 
and chopped maraschino cherries 
make a grand combination or you 
may try diced pineapple and 
orange sections with a dash ef 
honey. If you favor the flavor 
of mint place an after-dinner 
mint in the bettom of each glass 
before adding the fruit. Allow 
to chill for an hour or so, garn- 
ish with fresh mint and serve. 

Pineapple is a delightful addi- 
tion to fish salads, such as 
ahrimp, lobster, crab meat and 
tuna; while pineapple chicken 
salad is always a favorite.

Cats In Britain 
Get Ration Cards 


Even cats are being mobilised 


in Britain today to help the war 
effort. ‘ 

Warehouse cats, guarding th 
stocks of essential foods against 
the ravages of rats and mice, are 
now allowed a priority supply of 
powdered milk. This milk, which 
has been damaged in transit and 
ja therefore unfit for human con- 
aumption also goes to animal hos- 
pitals. 

“Ration Books” for cats are 
issued to warehouse keepers. The 
eoncession is applicable, first to 
cate kept for the destruction of 
vermin in warehouses in which at 
least 260 tons (250,000 kgms.) 
of food or feeding stuffs are 
stored, and secondly to veterinary 
hospitals and similar institutions 
for the feeding of sick animals. 
Many hospitals in Britain keep 
a regular staff as guard against 
mice.

All training, therefore, tends 
to prepare the modern soldier to 
accept responsibility and every 
commanding officer is constantly 
on the lookout for men capable 
of doing so. 

There are no courses for N.C.O. 
qualification, as such. No man in 
the active army goes to school 
definitely to qualify as a Corporal 
or a Sergeant. But as many 
likely men as possible are sent 
to special courses at all Advanced 
Training Centres, Small Arms 
Schools and the Junior Leaders 
School. 

They may be privates, they may 
be officers, they may be sergeants 
when they attend courses—a few 
days ago I was taken into a class- 
room in which Officers, N.C.O.’s 
and privates were all paying at- 
tention to the same lecture.

DRIED MILK TO THE FORE 

Dried milk is nothing new. 

Large amounts are used in the 
tropica and by bakers. But more 
@ught to be used, especially since 
we have learned something about 
the importance of vitamins and 
tmainerals in food. 
' In the drying process, milk is 
sprayed as a fine mist, whirled 
im a warm chamber and trapped 
as a fine powder. There is ne 
doubt that the process destroys 
some vitamins. These can be 
added. But some vitamin G (ac- 
tually a “B’) remains and all 
the calcium, which is usually 
lacking in the Canadian diet. No 
other food can match dried skim 
milk in its content of calcium, 
protein and phosphorus. 

What makes powdered milk so 
are its concentrated 
form and ita keeping qualities, 
A quart of separated milk re 
duced to powder weighs about 
three ounces, fills three-quarters 
of a teac-cup and keeps months 
im a moisture-proof bag. 

Roughly, one pound of milk 
powder makes five quarta of re- 
constituted milk. A quart of, milk 
made from powder contains about 
three per cent more of the body- 
building elements of milk (cal- 
cium, protein, phosphorus) than 
a quart of whole milk because 
there is no fat, 

Now that the war has spread 
to the Pacific, the need for pow- 
dered milk is more pressing than 
ever. In powder form, milk can 
be shipped across the American 
continent for as little as the cost 
of moving whole wet milk six 
miles. And the dried milk re- 
sists bacterial attack a hundred 
times more effectively than liquid 
milk and in some cases one thou- 
sand times. 


Market For Week 


All sugar sales in the United 
States will be halted at midnight, 
April 27, for approximately one 
week, 

John E. Hamm, acting chief 
of the Office of Price Administra. 
tion, reported that sugar would 
be off the market on April 28, 
and would not be available to 
buyers again until about May 5. 

Hamm explained that the ban 
was ordered as a step preparatory 
to sales under rationing, which 
will go inte effect as soon as the 
moratorium on sales ends,

Royal Air Force

(8,000 kilograms) of fresh fish 
every week,

ite inception, it has supplied the 
R.A.F, with nearly a quarter of 
a million fish meals, representing 
a catch of 121,240 pounds (six 
thousand kilograms) and worth 
more than £6,000. 

When the weather is good, 
some of the boats trawl, but most 
of the fish are caught by means 
of long lines. 

One of the boats was recently 
attacked by an enemy plane, but 
it managed to elude the raider 
and reached port safely.

Use Elephants To 
Haul War Material 


First Shipments Reach China 
By Substitute Burma Road 


Carried part way on the backs 
of elephanta which lurched 
through dense jungle, war mater- 
fala have started to reach Chira 
by one of the two new supply 
routes from India replacing the 
railway from Rangoon to the 
Burma road, 

The first shipments along the 
“Jungle trail’ were hauled over 
the mountains from India to 
Burma and carried by boats be- 
fore they reached the head of the 
Burma road at Lashio, from where 
Chinese trucks speeded them into 
Yunnan Province. 

British and Chinese engineers 
are rushing construction of a 
highway to permit through truck 
hauls from India that would elim- 
Inmate the many transfers now 
necessary. Officials here expect 
them to finish in several months 
work which normally would take 
several years. 

Simultaneously, Chinese engin- 
eers are building a second high- 
way across the mountains . of 
Northeast India, part of the 
mighty Himalayas. They face tre- 
mendous. engineering problems 
that will delay use of this route 
longer than use of the other high- 
way. 

The newspaper Ta Kung Pao 
wveported from Kumming, capital 
ef Yunnan Province, that the pro- 
vincial government is mustering 
huge groups of laborers to work 
om the roads and will send them 
across Burma to India. 

Ohinese officials are confident 
that the new roads are far enough 


? north of the war zone in South 


and Central Burma to be protect- 
ed indefinitely from the Japanese.

Ruled By Princes 


Whole Of India Does Not 
Belong To Great Britain 


It is generally thought in the 
West, even in England, that the 
whole of India “belongs to Eng- 
land,”’ says the Christian Science 
Monitor. The fact is that nearly 
one-third of India, including a 
quarter of the population, has 
never strictly speaking “belonged 
to Britain.” 

Nor has it been ruled or ad- 
ministered by the British Govern- 
ment. Its people owe allegiance 
not to the King-Emperor, but to 
their own rulera. They are not 
subjects of King George VI. 

The rulers of Indian states are 
sometimes. incorrectly described 
as “under the thumb of a British 
Resident”. Except in the case 
of a weak or youthful prince, the 
Resident confines himself to his 
prescribed duties 

The relations between the states 
and the British Government are 
based upon distinct and varying 
treaties. The substance of these, 
at least in the case of the more 
important states, is that intern- 
ally the princes are independent 
and sovereign rulers but their 
external policy is vested by agree- 
ment in the British Government. 


Princes Guard Rights 


Most of the princes are very 
jealous of their rights. They 
founded the Chamber of Princes 
apecifically to safeguard their 
powets and prorogatives,

The rule of an Indian prince 
is often condemned because it 
is autocratic. Yet in India, in- 
dividual rulership is still the type 
of government that in many ways 
best suits the mental, mora! and 
religious condition of India, Men, 
as distinct from ideas and ideals, 
are still paramount to the major- 
ity. Mohandas K, Gandhi means 
more to the masses than home 
rule 

The ruler of an Indian state, 
though autocratic, is rarely a ty- 
rant. .Kingshi in India is hedged 
with restraints or tradition and 
religion perhaps more binding 
than those of some constitutional 
monarchies. A ruler might be 
incapable or a scoundrel, but 
sooner or later the consequences 
of his misdeeds will be visited 
upon him or upon his successors. 
Rulers of the major Indian. states 
rarely do anything definitely dis- 
pleasing to their subjects, 

They are more inclined to wish 
to keep them contented. Some 
of them have made conspicuous 
efforts to improve the conditions 
of their people. Those that have 
been loath to give their subjecta 
democratic institutions can usu- 
ally say there is no real demand 
for them. The average Indian 
in the states prefers a “respon- 
sive” to a “responsible” govern- 
ment. 

Backward Sections 


There are many backward areas 
in India’s six hundred or so states. 
Quite a number are mere estates 
and are prebably on their way 
out, There are some so poverty- 
stricken that it would seem more 
merciful to find these princes 
other jobs. 

But the major states, such as 
Mysore, Travancore, Kashmir, Ba- 
roda, Hyderabad are on the whole 
forces for good. They make their 
contribution to the well-being of 
India. If India cannot be a uni- 

. tary country like England, it can 
certainly be a union, 

Some of the princes have been 
less than adequate, but the ma- 
pority have been men of culture 
and wisdom. The late Maharaja 
of Baroda was a thinter and a 
scholar of no mean repute; and 
the Jam of Nawanagar, of cricket 
fame, held a high reputation as 
a statesman at Geneva, 


The Nizam of Hyderabad is a 
genuine statesman, perhaps the 
shrewdest to be found in all In- 
dia. He has done a lot for his 
state, 

The foundation of the Osmania 
University-——where Hindustani is 
the chief meduim of instruction— 
will do much to unite the various 
castes and creeds in the state. 

Even the leftist Congress Party 
has to admit that the rulers of 
Mysore and of Travancore are 
men of breadth and vision,

India Divided 

The plan went far toward meet- 
ing the demands of the Indian 
leaders, says the New York Times. 
It was backed by the public opinion 
of the United Nations which fur- 
ther guaranteed its #incerity. Sir 
Stafford was known to be India's 
friend, who had fought long for 
the subcontinent’s independence, 
But there remained many difficul- 
ties. India was racially and relig- 
jously divided; her masses were 
traditionally suspicious of British 
rule. Over four centuries of Euro- 
peak exploitation, two centuries of 
domination by the British cried 
silently to Indian leaders and the 
people, 

In more than ‘2,000 years of their 
history the people of India had 
geen the rise and fall of many 


dynasties, had felt repeated waves . 


of immigration and invasion, Budd- 
hist, Hindu, Moslem and numer- 
ous other faiths had formed their 
religious creeds. Strict systems, of 
caste divided the people; the suc- 
cessions of conquest by native 
princes left deep-seated animost- 
ties in the masses. 
Many Difficulties 

The plan proposed by Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps in New Delhi was Brl- 
tain’s answer to the tide of 
nationalism which grew in India 
under the Empire's rule. 

Sir Stafford’s plan met with no 
immediate acceptance by the Indian 
leaders, The principal objection ap- 
peared to be Britain’s retention 
of the responsibility for India’s de- 
fense; it was contended by the 
country’s leaders that this duty 
should be in India’s hands. On 
other points the parties differed 
widely: the Hindu majority de 
manded immediate self-govern- 
ment; the Moslems, .comprising 
one-fourth of the subcontinent’s 
population, feared Hindu domin- 
ation in « selfruled dominion, 
Other minorities turned down the 
plan, For example, the Sikhs, who 
make the greatest contribution to 
Britain's Indian armies, voiced the 
fear that they would be oppressed 
by the Moslem mafority of 13,500,- 
000 in their native Punjabs 


Hopes For Compromise 

To solve these difficulties—if a 
solution were possible—Sir Staf- 
ford held repeated conferences 
with Indian leaders, and Sir Archt- 
bald Wavell. It was hoped that a 
compromise solution of the defense 
problem might be evolved.

Of the two, 
fener cleanliness, in the sight of 
Ged, is much more important than 
external cleanliness, though even 
the latter is never spoken of care- 


Almagiving is only mentioned 
as one typical form of charity, 
which was in that state of society 
pre-eminently necessary. The gen- 
eral lesson—that God does not 
eare for ceremonies, in them- 
selves, and only cares for them 
@t all when they are accompanied 
by sincere goodness—is again and 
again taught in Scriptare. 

Disregard of God's Love 


42. “But woe unto you Pharl- 
sees! for ye tithe mint and rue 
and every herb, and pass over 
justice and the love of God: but 
these ought ye to have done, and 
mot to leave the other undone. 
48. Woe unto you Vharisees; for 
ye love the chief seats in the 
synagogues, and the salutations in 
the marketplaces.” Jesus does 
mot object even to the scrupulous 
tithing of the Pharisees. He con- 
trasts the ridiculous eagerness to 
tithe the most insignificant herbs 
with the disregard of that love to 
Ged which comes out in love to 
man. 
Mistaking the Pharisees 


44, “Woe unto you! for ye are 
as the tombs which appear not, 
and the men that walk over them 
know it not.” If a man touched 
&@ grave he was ceremonially un- 
elean, and the Jewa took pains to 
make their graves visible, but 
sometimes a man might touch a 
grave without knowing it. Men 
when they first meet the Phari- 
seen may suppose they are talking 
te saints, but they are in eom- 
munication with those who will 
surely corrupt. 


Disregard of the Law 


46. “And one of the lawyers 
anawering saith unto him, Teach- 
er, in saying this thou reproachest 
wa also, 46, And he said, Woe 
wnto you lawyers also! for ye 
load men with burdens grievous 
to be borne, and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one 
ef your fingers.” The burdens 
here referred to are the compli- 
eated interpretations by which 
the scribes, or lawyers, augment- 
ed the Written law. They made it 
far more severe than it waa in- 
tended to be. They Were scrupu- 
lous about their own traditions, 
but they did not keep the law 
themselves. 

Rejection of Prophets

‘Every British warship, from 
destroyers upwards, is a floating 
cinema nowadays. Whether they 
are in Arctic, Mediterranean or 
Pacific waters, the men on board 
see the latest films, often before 
they are shown to the general 
public ashore.

Try Something New 

In vegetables, as in flowers, 
scientists have been giving us 
many improvements. Their work 
has been carried out in two di- 
rections; first, the introduction of 
vegetables unfamiliar to most 
Canadians, and second, and prob- 
ably more important, vast im- 
provement in those varieties that 
have been grown in this country 
for years. 

Of the vegetables new to most 
Canadians there are severa! worth 
a trial in any garden. Many ex- 
perienced gardeners make it a 
habit to try at least one new kind 
each year. Full descriptions will 
be found in any Canadian Seed 
Catalogue. 

Easily Grown Flowers 

There are gardens that fit al- 
most any situation, For those 
people who have neither the time 
nor inclination, there are plenty 
ef annual flowers that thrive on 
neglect. A little digging of the 
ground in late Spring is all that 
ia required. Take such things as 
alyssum, dwarf marigolds, portu- 
laca and California poppies for 
edging. These are little flowers 
that almost seed themselves, crowd 
@ut weeds, do wel! in any loca- 
tion but prefer sun and light soil. 
Once starte] they will look after 
themselves. 

For the centre of beds or near 
the back, large flowers auch as 
ealendula, nasturtium, poppy and 
phiox will make a good showing, 
and for screens castor beans, 
dahlias, cosmos, sunflower, tall 
marigold are advised. 

For scent, especially in the eve- 
ning, a few nicotine, carnations, 
mignonette or stocks will perfume 
the whole garden,

Vancouver A F lying 
Day From St. John’s 


St. John’s, capital .of Newfound- 
land, will be only one day away 
from Vancouver, on the Pacifie 
Coast, in flying hours when Trans- 
Canada Air Lines commence their 
familiarization flights on April L 
A month later, on May Ist, it is 
anticipated that regular passenger, 
express and air mail service will 
be established on regular sched- 
ules, . 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by D. R,. MacLaren, super 
intendent of passenger service. 

Mr. MacLaren stated that a ten- 
tative flying time of four and a 
half hours had been decided upon 
from Moncton to Torbay airport, 
the flight terminus, close to the 
capital city of St. Join's. He point- 
ed out that the distance covered 
by. the airplane in four and a half 
hours sometimes takes the same 
number of days, by steamship and 
rail, when present ocean transport 
conditions are considered, He spoke 
of the desirability of establishing 
a speedy and regular air service 
to Newfoundland, and stated that 
not only would the aitrilners span 
the breadth of the continent from 
Vancouver to St. John’s In 24 fly- 
ing hours, but that Winnipeg would 
be brovght within eighteen flying 
hours of Newfoundland, Toronto 
11 hours, Ottawa nine hours, and 
Montreal eight hours. 

Operations Superintendent F. M, 
McGregor emphasized the vital 
importance of Trans-Canada in 
speeding up Canada’s war effort 
and pointed to the tremendous in- 
crease in all three branches of 
T. C. A. services available to the 
public, passenger, express, and alr 
mail, and stated that during the 
past year. the airline routes had 
been increased by 10 per cent. A 
total of almost 7,250,000 miles was 
flown by T. C, A, airliners during 
1841.

HEALING AGENTS 

Chlorophyll, the green coloring 
matter in plants, along with bar- 
berry roots, cod liver oll and sul- 
fanilamide, are the newest ans- 
wers to quick healing of war and 
other wounds, says World Wide 
News Service, 

The use of sulfanilamide or one 
of its derivatives for the prompt 
treatment of wounds by a wound- 
ed soldier himself has already 
been recommended to the War 
Department. If the recommenda- 
tion goes through, every soldier 
will carry in his first aid kit a 
small bottle containing five grams 
of sulfanilamide with instructions 
to break it and pour the powder 
directly into a wound. The de- 
partment Is also now ‘contem- 
plating equipment of every soldier 
with sulfanilamide tableta which 
he can take after injury.

HOW CAN I? 


Q. How can I make a cement 
for pipe joints? 

A. A cement for steam and 
water pipe joints can be made by 
mixing 10 lbs. of yellow ocher, 4 
Ibe. ground litharge, 4 lbs. whit- 
ing, %4-lb. of hemp, cut up fine. 
Mix together with linseed oil to 
about the consistency of putty. 

Q. How can I make a good 
@ubstitute for a ring mold? 


A, Fill a glass jar with chopped 
ioe, seal, and set into a bowl, 
Pour the mixture to be molded 
around the jar. Remove the jar 
when the mixture is well frozen. 

Q. How can I make glass 
opaque? 

A, If it is desired to make some 
glass surface opaque, rub over Kt 
with a lump of putty. Apply 
evenly and carefully, rubbing one 
way only. 


Q. How can I remove i:fk spota 
from wall paper? 

A. By applying a weak solution 
of water and oxalic acid. It should 
be applied with a paint brush and 
pressed with blotting paper, as 
the acid might effect the color 
eof the paper. It might be neces- 
sary to repeat this process a see- 
ond or third time. 

Q. How can I make smelling 
malts? 

A. You may make your own 
mmelling salts by breaking one 
ounce of rock volatile into small 
pleces, covering with eau de 
cologne, and allowing to stand for 
a few days before using. 


When you are putting away an 
fee cap, rubber gloves, or rubber 
bag, fill with rolls of paper. This 
will prevent rubber from sticking.

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To Restrict Railway 
Travel For Pleasure 


It was intimated in Ottawa 
that restriction of travel by rafl 
for purposes of pleasure may soon 
be applied. There is now the 
intimation that trips may be lim- 
ited to one hundred miles, There 
would always be, of course, op- 
portunity for necessary travel but 
the whole may be regulated by 
permit, 

The question is not new to the 
railways. They have been ¢eon- 
sidering it. All the lines are 
“full up” with traina running be- 
tween ‘many points In two or 
more Sections. They are carrying 
troops and munitions and efvil- 
ians. To do it, only so mueh 
rolling stock is.available. When 
steel is so greatly in demand for 
war purposes, it is not the eastest 
to get for other purposes, though 
wartime transportation is one of 
the priorities. 

The Canadian’ Pacific will not 
open some of ita smaller summer 
hotels this year and the Canad- 
lan National may follow the same 
policy. 

Any restriction on unnecessary 
travel would be quite in line With 
the policy of restricted consump- 
tion’ of civilian services aa well 
as goods, enunciated repeatedly 
by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board in statements and by ad- 
dresses by the chairman, Donald 
Gordon. 


U.S. Will Reduce 


Tea Consumption 


The War Production Board has 
ordered the nation’s tea supply 
cut in half to conserve dwin 
tea supplies, 

The order was intended, the 
board said, to stretch the stocks 
of tea on hand in this country 
on January 1—which it was sald 
would have lasted six months uan- 
leas restricted—to « full year’s 
supply. 

The order does not take inte 
account tea received at a normal 
rate from the Far East during 
January and February, and 
W.P.S. said there was “reason 
to believe” that tea would eon- 
tinue to enter this country im 
ships returning from voyages tak- 


ing military suppliga to the Weat- 
ern Pacific.

Pop Takes the Wind Out of the Old Man

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Supply Of Wheat 
Larger Than Ever 


Surplus in Four Leading 
Nations Biggest on Record 


Despite two successive short 
War crops and prospects that the 
1942 production may be smaller 
yet, the world may have a largex 
supply of wheat this year than 
ever before. 

This is because the surplus 
existing in the world’s four lead- 
ing exporting nations—United 
States, Canada, Australia and Ar- 
gentina—is the largest on record. 

Russia Excluded 

The present prospects . indicate 
a total 1942 crop for most of the 
world of around 3,950,000,000 
bushéls, or slightly less than was 
harvested last year. This figure 
compares with the record crop of 
4,636,000,000 produced in 1988. 
Russia and China are excluded 
from the world figures because 
adequate information has not been 
available. 

The world—again exclusive of 
Russia and China—is expected to 
have a carryover of about 1,590,- 
000,000 bushels of old wheat 
when the 1942 crop is harvested. 
Of this amount, only about 175,- 
000,000 bushels were expected to 
be held by countries other than 
the United States, Canada, Aust- 
ralia and Argenti.a, 

Famine Implied 

The large stocks in 
exporting countries and small 
stocks in other countries ‘ 
imply a serious bread situation 
in continental Europe, 

United States is expected to 
have a wheat supply of 1,425,- 
000,000 bushels when this year’s 
crop is harvested. The carryover 
of old wheat is estimated at about 
630,000,000 bushels, This .count- 
ry normally uses about 675,000,- 
000 bushels a year for all pur- 
poses, 

The crop in Europe this year 
ia expected to be about the same 
as last year’s below average har- 
vest. Bad weather, lack of labor 
and military operations have hin- 
dered farming operations there, 


Australia Calls Up 
More Land Forces 


The Australian Government or- 
dered that all Commonwealth land 
forces be brought up to full war 
strength by -calling up additional 
personnel. 

The order requires all unmar- 
ried men between the ages of 18 
and 45, as well as married men 
from 18 to 35, to report imme- 
diately for military segvice. 

Army Minister Francis Forde 
said the step was taken on recom- 
mendation of Gen. Sir Thomas 
Blamey, Commander of Allied 
land forces in Australia, and ap- 
plied to men who, were already 
listed for service but who would 
not have been called for some 
time, 

Intensive battle training for all 
units was ordered by Gen, Blamey, 
Mr. Forde said.

Hungry people live longest—if 
the are not too hungry, Edwin 
Teale writes in Popular Science 
Monthly.

a man. All the rata were fed 
a basal diet, but those receiving 
only half rations lived longest. 
The reduced diet slowed down 
bodily activities. There were 
fewer white corpuscles in the 
blood stream, and the animals’ 
hearts beat only three hundred 
times a minute instead of the four 
hundred beats of the well-fed 
rat. 


Living more slowly, saving en- 
ergy, they lived longer. The Me- 
thuselah of the laboratory was 
an underfed rodent with a life 
apan of 1,430 daya—proportion- 
ately 148 years for a man. 


To find if exceas in one kind 
of food shortened life more than 
excess in other kinds, Dr. MeCay 
fed one group of middle-age rata 
excess sugar, another starch, a 
third whole-milk powder, and a 
fourth liver. All four over-fed 
groups lived approximately the 
same length of time. All died 
much sooner than they would 
have if they had eontinued om 
short rations. Over eating, mo 
matter what, works against a long 
life. 


Dr. McCay eould find no “long- 
evity foods’, Nor eould he find 
that a high protein dlet short 
ened the span of life. He thus 
sums up his findings: “Kat what 
you ought to eat firat; then eat 
what you want to eat—but_ net 
too much of it,”

The school boys and girls of Canada are 
being organized, through the school 
authorities, to act as Official Collectors 
of Scrap Rubber. The school nearest you 
is, therefore, your best Collection Depot. 
You may dispose of your scrap rubber 
in any one of the following four ways: 


Question : What kind of scrap rubber is needed? 


Answer: Every all-rubber or part-rubber 
article must be salvaged. Here are a few of the 
articles you must turn in: 


Old Tires of every kind Rubbers 
Old Inner Tubes Overshoes 
Rubber Boots, Hats, Coats, Apron¥, Pants, 
Gloves, Tubing, Matting, Toys 
Sport Shoes (crepe soles are especially good) 
Garden Hose Hot Water Bottles Stair Treads 
Bathing Caps and many other articles 
Question: What happens to the scrap rubber 
collected ? 


Answer: The scrap is «red, baled and as- 
sembled into carload Ic4s and is then purchased 
by the Government at fixed ‘prices throughout 
Canada. The Government pays forwarding 
transportation charges on these carload lots, and 
is responsible for their allocation. You may be 
sure that every pound will be used directly or 
indirectly in the war effort. 


Question: How do I go about saving scrap 
rubber? 


Anewer: Start hunting for it TODAY. Clean 
out your cellars, attics, garages and sheds right 
away. You will find more rubber articles than 
you expect. Start them all on their way to the 
battlefront. 


MY SCRAP RUBBER? 


1. Give it to the children for their school 
collection. 


2. Give it to your local National Salvage Com- 
mittee. 

3. Leave it with any Service Station or Tire 
Dealer where you see the sign; “Voluntary 
Scrap Rubber Receiving Depot.”’ 

4, Sell it to a junk collector. 


When you gather up your scrap rubber and dispose of it by one of these 
methods, it will be used by the Government for Canada’s War Effort.

In The Garden

Big Vegetable Garden 


A good big vegetable garden is 
beth patriotic and commonsense 
fm wartime. Provided he is will- 
img to devote all hie spare time 
fe HM, one person can handle a 
qearter acre of vegetable garden 
ead grow more than enough veg- 
etablea to keep a family the year 
weund.

Well, when Col. Ralston got 
back to Ottawa recently and an- 
nounced the formation of groups 
of “Rangers” on the Pacific Coast 
he rather changed the complexion 
of thie column. Or, perhaps it 
would be more truthfu! to say 
that he set this columnist’s think- 
box working in a new and less 
eircumscribed channel. 

The Individual Citizen’s Army 
today isn’t all uniformed in khaki. 
lt eonsists of—or should consist 
of—all of us. 

A year ago last Christmas His 
Majesty, King George, said, “We 
are all in the front line.” At 
that time, I’m afraid, most of us 
thought of that statement as be- 
ing applied to the citizens of 
Great Britain. Somewhat com- 
placently, too, we laid the flatter- 
ing unction to our souls that the 
King also included our little pur- 
chase of War Savings Certificates 
and Victory Bonds as our front 
line contribution. 

Today there are many branches 
of the Individual Citizen’s Army 
im which all of us. may serve in 
one way or another: men, women 
and ohildren; old soldiers, young 
soldiers, men who are exempt 
from military service. 

I don’t like that term, “exempt 

from military service.” Not one 
of wa la, or can be, exempt. So, 
fer the purpose of this column 
let's translate the phrase to mean, 
“exempt from legal compulsion to 
serve.” 
To follow the biblical injune- 
tion that, “the last shal] be first,” 
let’s look at the opportunities for 
service offering themselves to old 
soldiers, young soldiers and the 
legally exempt. For them the Re- 
serve Army offers the ideal op- 
portunity to serve in two ways— 
aaa soldier preparing himself for 
home defence if that should: be- 
come necessary, and, you heard 
what Prime Minister King said 
om the radio,—as a producing 
eitixen continuing his ordinary 
tasks, 

No need to go istto detail about 
this——it has all been in the daily 
papers recently—but there is no 
doubt that once the new set-up 
geta well under way the men who 
jump at the opportunity of spend- 
ing’ 46 evenings, 10 week-ends 
and 16 days (in camp) learning 
the ways of a modern army: will 
have an interesting’ and useful!

RATING

Our destroyer carries a proud 
ship’s company. 

They have a right to be proud. 
A year ago a torpedo ripped into 
the forward part of the ship’s 
hull, blowing away the bow; but 
her crew kept the ship afloat 
and brought her safely into port 
where the damage could be re- 


paired. 

Then she went back to her 
eonvoy job. 

Recently, this same destroyer 


ran into a hurricane while home- 
ward bound. Battered and leak- 
ing, her boats smashed and her 
life-rafts gone, short of provis- 
fons and fuel, and her erew ex- 
hausted, ‘she still came through 
and steamed smartly into her base 
port. ; 

Not a man had been lost over- 
board in the storm, nor even any- 
one seriously injured. 

How many of our O.D.’s (ord- 
inary seamen) newly come to the 
ship and for whom this had been 
their first introduction to the real 
meaning of life at sea, how many 
eof them longed for a draft on 
shore after this experience? Not 
one. 

The complement of a destroyer 
fe about three times that of a 
eorvette or minesweeper. We 
earried eight officers and one 
hundred and sixty-six ratings. 

Most of the O.D.’a were new 
im our ship. During the shore 
refit, many of the old crew, now 
pated A.B.’s (able-bodied seamen) 
had been drafted off, some to 
leaven with their experience the 
erews of new ships just com- 
missioning, others to take courses 
to qualify for higher specialist 


_ ratings. 

As replacements, a flock of 
“jeeps”, ordinary seamen who 
had just finished their shore 
trimming, had been drafted 
aboard. 


All of these lads were young, 
keen, willing, enthusiastic, hard- 
working and ready for anything. 
Never, even under the most try- 
ing circumstances — of which 
there were many—were they any- 
thing but cheerful. 

The “fore lower’ is where you 
begin your life at sea in a des- 
As it ie zo far for’d and 
so far down.in the hull, the mo- 
tlon of the ship is very pronoun- 
eed. 

Because this location is so un- 
“de luxe’, it ia reserved for the 
least important of all ratings, 
the O.D.’s. When you've done 
your nine months, (including the 
feur month seatime), and can 
pass professionally in the things 
& seaman must know, you too 
will be rated “A.B.”, and gradu- 
ate to the more spacious upper 
meas deck. 

When I first went on board, 

I, too, was asigned to the “fore 
lower”, being an ordinary sea- 
man. 
The first ten days after I join- 
ed the ship were spent in harbor. 
During this period we worked 
about the ship in the morning 
and afternoons, and were allow- 
ed ashore two or three nights 
owt of four, depending on how 
the watches were being run. We 
turned out each morning at 6.30, 
lashed and stowed hammocks, sat 
down to breakfast at seven, and 
fell in for work at eight. 

All the seamen ratings, that is 
those who worked principally on 
the upper deck, then mustered 
in the waist of the ship, along 
the port and starboard sides. 

The ‘Buffer’—a petty officer 
whose official status was that. of 
Bos’n’s Mate—mounted the walk- 
way over the torpedo tubes, cal- 
led us to attention and reported 
us all present to the First Lieu- 
tenant, who then gave the Buf- 


fer any special instructions he 
might have regarding work. he 
wanted done. 

Make no mistake, they could 


always find 
to do, and when you had done 
it you supposed to come 
back and ask for more. . Other- 
wise you were liable to be “run

British Mission To India Fails 
Nazi Demands Reinstate Laval 


Indian leaders rejected Great 
Britain’s plan for self-rule and co- 
operation in the war effort. The 
plan brought from England by Sir 
Btafford Cripps met its defeat on 
the question of India’s defence. 
Great Britain contended that this 
responsibility should rest in ex- 
perienced British hands: the all- 
Indian Congress leaders held that 
the responsibility was India’s, 

United Against Invaders 

‘KM ia considered that, although 
Bir Stafford Cripps’ mission to In- 
dia has failed-in its. main objective, 
its work has not been wasted, The 
diacussions which were held drew 
together the various units of In- 
dia, and their leaders expressed 
determination to resist “to the 
death” the invasion that appeared 
imminent, Volunteers rushed to 
join the armed services and work 
fa Indian munition plants and 
shipbuilding yards was speeded 
up. 

Even Mohandas Gandhi, arch- 
Pacifist, pledged himself to com- 
plete passive resistance against 
the Japanese and said: “I and 
my followers will refuse any help, 
even water, for the Japanese even 
f it should cost us our lives.” 

Importance of India 

Great Britain may make a new 
declaration of Indian policy soon 
im the hope of getting India fully 
aroused to the danger of the Jap- 
anese menace, For the United 
Nations the loss of India would 
mean the collapse of their defens- 
es throughout the Far Hast; for 
Japan a land road would be open- 
ed to a possible juncture with 
Germany in the Middle Bast. 

India is vital to the United Na- 
tiona: (1) as a barrier to the 
westward march of the Japanese, 
and (2) as a growing source of 
war aupplies and vast manpower. 
Without India the war may well 
be prolonged for years. 

Epic of Bataan 

The whole world of free men 
will join in paying tribute to the 
magnificent stand made by Am- 
erican and Filipino troops in the 


Philippine Islands. They have 
written a chapter of stubborn 
heroism that will never be for- 
gotten. 


The delaying action in the 
Philippines has been of the ut- 


' Most importance to the Allies and 


may have altered the whole course 
of the Pacific War. It has kept 
a large force of Japanese assault 
troops tied up which might have 
been used for striking at Austra- 
lia before the defenses there were 
ready. : 

But the fall of Bataan means 
that now the enemy will be ,able 
to divert. a large body of troops 
to the Battle of Burma and to the 
projected attack on India. The 
Japanese position is thus mater- 
jlally improved and {fs further 


_ Much is at stake, 


strengthened by the British loss 
of two battle cruisers and an air 
craft carrier off India’s Waat 
Coast. 

Laval Reinetated 

The sudden dramatic shift that 
brings Pierr! Laval back into pow- 
er as “Chief of the Government 
of France”, can only mean, accord. 
ing to the New York Times, that 
Hitler is through with halfway 
measures and ready to take per- 
sonal command. Petain remains 
as “Chief of State’, but there can- 
not be much doubt that he now 
becomes a figurehead, Laval is a 
traitor to France and is, Hitler's 
creature and his accession to pow- 
ér is the opening signal for Hit- 
ler's Spring offensive, 

Hitler is about to make a su 
preme effort to win’ the war. in 
an allout drive for victory, and 
for that drive he must have all 
the power he can muster among 
the conquered nations of Burope. 
He evidently expects to get from 
Laval that aid which Petain had 
refused to give. 


Game With France Ended 

Hitler's long and cruel game ot 
cat-and-mouse with France is end- 
ed. For nearly two years—with 
intrigue, bribery, cajolery, displays 
of German military power—Hitler 
has sought to win over the people 
of France. In that effort he’ has 
failed and failed so utterly that 
in order to achieve his will. in 
France he has put into power a 
renegade Frenchman who is hated 
and despised by his own country- 
men. The proof is clear that 
Franee has rejected Hitler, 

U. S. Attitude 

It will become necessary now 
for the government of the United 
States to consider whether it wil 
still attempt to maintain relations 
with Petain’s successor or whether 
it will break off those relations, 
Not only js the 
status of the French fleet and 
French bases uncertain, but there 
would be deep concern if France 
should turn over Madagascar to 
the Japanese and permit the use 
of her colonial bases by Axis eub- 
marines, 

French Control Gone 

With Hitler's new agent in 
power it becomes impossible to 
believe that any part ef continen- 
tal France will remain under the 
effective contro] of French author- 
ities. No one can be, better aware 
of this than the great masses of 
the French people, the Times says. 

Through two long years of bit- 
ter misery and immense dangor 
they have rejected Hitler's ad- 
vances, only to have Hitler’s crea- 
ture forced upon them in the end, 
That they hope passionately for 
Hitler's ‘destruction we may be 
sure. That we shall fight until we 
have achieved his destruction 
they may be certain,

R.A.F. French Raid

The Air Ministry News: Service

“In effect one of the major 
tank battles of the war has been 
won by the R.A.F. in about six 
hours at'a cost of four bombers 
and 25 men,” the service added.

Requests 

I have had requests aecumu- 
lating for quite some wweeks; 
therefore we will make this 
week’s column a request number, 
and hope that all of you will be 
able to use some of the recipes, 

Apricot Bavarian Cream 
1% tablespoons gelatine 

% cup cold water 
1 cup boiling apricot juiee 

% cup sugar 

_ Few grains salt 
% cup finely cut drained 
apricot pulp 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 cup heavy cream 

% cup drained canned crushed 

pineapple 

% cup slivered browned almonds 

Soften the gelatine in cold 
water; add boiling apricot juice, 
salt and sugar; stir until sugar 
and gelatine are dissolved. Strain. 
Set aside to cool, Chill with 
occasicnal stirring until as thiek 
as strained honey.. 

Prepare the apricot pulp; add 
lemon juice and pineapple. When 
gelatine mixture begins to set 
beat with an egg beater until 


frothy, then fold in prepared 
fruit, nuts and stiffly beaten 
creain. Pile lightly in dessert 


glasses or turn into wet moulds 
and chill until firm, Serve from 
dessert glasses or unmould on 
dessert plates, 


Coffee Sponge 
1 tablespoon granulated 
gelatine 

% cup cold water 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 

% cup sugar 

% teaspoon salt 
2 ‘egg whites 
1% .cups strong boiled coffee 

Soak gelatine in cold water and 
dissolve in hot coffee, add sugar, 
salt and lemon juice. Stir until 
sugar dissolves, Strain; then chill 
with occasional stirring until the 
mixture begins to thicken. Boil 
until frothy. Add egg whites; 
beat until stiff and continue beat- 
ing until very well combined. 


Turn into mould that has been 
rinsed with cold water. Chill un- 
til firm, then unmould and serve 
with sweetened cream, whipped or 
plain, 

For a Coffee Bavarian fold in 
1 cup heavy cream, whipped, in- 
atead of the egg whites. In this 
case additional coffee may re- 
place lemon juice, and % tea 
spoon vanilla may be”added. 

Brown Sugar Cookies 
2 cups brown sugar 
1 cup melted shortening 
3 eges 

44 cup milk 
1 tablespoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon soda 

Flour to mix stiff. 

Mix ingredients in order given, 
Add just enough flour to roll, 
(Sift soda with flour).
